Macon, Ga., November 29.—(Special,)— 
Every Maconite who went to Atlanta yes- 
terday, and especially every city official 
who enjcyed the hospitality of that city 
on Thanksgiving day, are glad they went, 
and are loud in their praises of Atlanta 
and Atlanta people today. 

Mayor Horne says he has never before 
geen such efforts made to entertain visitors 
as was made by Atlanta’s councilmen yes- 
terday, and he cannot say enough in praise 
of Mayor King and the members of tiie 
committee which entertained the Macon 
party. 

The soldiers, too, are loud in the praise 
of the Atlanta soldiers and the splendid 
manner in which ¢«very one from this city 
was treated is a matter of favorable com- 
ment with both civilians and soldiers. The 
city authorities feel under especial obii- 
gations for the splendid entertainment 
afforded them, and Mayor King and his 
councilmen can put it down that they 
have made lasting friends of the Macon 
people. 

Nearly all of the soldiers who went are 
wearing a badly worried look today, The 
train bringing them home did not get in 
until after 4 o’clock this morning. The 
boys say the march to the exposition 
was about the hardest they ever had to 
undergo. 

Macon Has Stopovers. 

It is a fact not generally known, but 
it is a fact, nevertheless, that Macon is 
allowed stopover privileges by the rail- 
reads This was brought out by a com- 
munication from President Rogers, of the 
Chamber of Commerce, to Commissioner 
Thomas, of the Southern States l’assenger 
Association, in which President Rogers 

sade the request that Macon be allowed 
stopover privileges. . 

To the surprise of every one, the answer 
comes that Macon has had stopovers for 
geveral years past.’ There is no catch 
about it, either, but a genuine fact that 
Macon has now and has iad stopover priv- 
ileges for a number of years. This fact, 
however, seems to have been carefully 
concealed and tourists have been passing 
through Macon every. day ignorant of the 
fact that they could stop over if they so 
desired. 

The tickets have borne no indication of 
the fact that stopovers were allowed; and 
instances are known of where northern 


' people have even been forced to buy tick- 


ets direct to Macon in order to stop here 
and then re-buy to their points of destina- 
tion 

Macon intends to make the fact known, 
however, that she has stopovers, and also 
intends to make a strong fight for winter

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DRANK TO DEATH. 
Dead Body of D. H. Dennis Found in 
the Woods, 
Fairburn, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
D. H. Dennis, a harness maker for Mc- 
Curry & Inman, at this place, died in the 
woods two miles above here at 5 o’clock 
this miorning. He and Frank Wheeler, also 
a harness maker, left here for Atlanta on 
foot on Wednesday last. They stopped two 
miles above here and built a fire in the 
woods and camped out all night. Dennis 
was very sick Thursday moruing and he 
could not leave. He seeured some whisky 
on yesterday morning and drank it during 
the day until he drank it up: Last night he 
was still sick and could not be moved. He 
lay on leaves piled up on the ground both 
nights and when Wheeler went to wake him 
up this morning he found Dennis dead. 
Wheeler notified the coroner and today an 
inquest was held. The verdict of the jury 
Was that Dennis came to his death by

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GLYNN’S SHELL ROADS. 


The Good Work of the County Com- 
missioners There. 
Brunswick, Ga., November 29.—(Special.) 
Chairman James 8. Wright, of the county 
commissioners, 1s doing some of the best 
work for the county that has been done in 
several years. Under his personal super- 
vision the county roads are being put in 
excellent condition, and. a recent :pur- 
chase of 500,000 bushels of oyster shells 
has been applied to the main county road, 
converting a former heavy dirt road, thir- 
teen miles in length, into a delightful 
shell drive direct through the piney woods. 
If the shells give out before the work is 
completed others will be bought to finish 
out. The shells were bought at such a 
low price per bushel that the road, wile 
the best in the county, will be one of the 
cheapest ever built. This road, with the 
two boulevards built by previous admin- 
istrations, also at a low cost, give Glynn 
county proper twenty-seven miles of the 

best built drives in this section. 

While this work is being done on the 
mainland, Chairman Wright has started 
part of the chaingang to doing good work 
on St. Simon’s island. There is one por- 
tion of the island, about two miles from 
the hotel, but near some summer cottages, 
which has always been more or less un- 
healthy. ‘the past summer was unusually 
So in that section and the cause was at- 
tributed solely to several ponds of fresh 
water near there. To drain these ponds 
and provide permanent drainage to all 
parts of the island that is inhabited Chair- 
man Wright has started the gang and they 
are doing good work. While private par- 
ties own the lands being drained it is in 
the public’s interest the work is being 
done and it will be a great benefit to sum- 
mer cottagers in the future. 

Another progressive move the county 
commissioners have made ifs the appropria- 
tion of $300 for the purpose of buying sea 
island cotton seed for distribution among 
the farmers desirous of planting some but 
who are unable to purchase seed. The 
method of distribution employed will be 
good and none but the deserving will be 
benefited. 
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HER SCREAMS BROUGHT HELP. 


A Negro Attempts an Assault Upon an 
Old Lady. 

Valdosta, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
An attempted assault upon an old woman, 
Mrs. Mary Connell, was reported froin 
the Naylor district of this county this even- 
ing, and but for the vigilance of an officer 
the fiend who made the attempt might 
have been lynched before this evening’s sun 
went down. The negro who made the at- 
tempt is named Dave Dodson and his ap- 
pearance and general behavior have more 
of the elements of a brute in them than of 
the huran. 

Mrs. Connell is said to be sixty years of 
age and has been living four miles above 
Naylor. Last night she was alone, having 
no con’‘panien except a little granddaugh- 
ter. Both retired for the night at an early 
hour. About 10 o’clock they were ayaken- 
ed by the presence of a man sitting on the 
bed, in an effort to get Mrs. Connell by the 
threat. She screamed for help and neigh- 
bors who lived near by heard her and ran 
to her assistance. The man hesitated a 
moment and then fled. He was captured 
a little while afterwards within a hundred 
yards of the house and was heid in cus- 
tcdy until after Mrs. Connell identified 
tim. He was *then turned over to Consta- 
ble Peters, who kept him hid out until 
today, when he was brought to this city 
and lodged in jail. 

Constable Peters said today that a mob 
gathered for the purpose of lynching the 
negro, but he evaded them by taking a 
freight train for this city. The negro was 
seen this evening, but he was too scared 
to talk. Court is just two weeks off and 
it is probable that Dodson will have a 
swift trial and conviction if the evidence 
tallies with reports brought here today. 

Valdosta is not the safest place in the 
world as a city of refuge for such men, 
but the town is filled with law-abiding cit- 
izens who are down on lynchings and they 
will do all in their power to secure a fair 
trial for Dodson. 

The old age of the victim intensified the 
indignation of the people at Naylor.

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Higgins Eat What Remained of His 
Rough on Rats. 


AND TURNED UP HIS TOES 


It Is Thought He Also Gave the Pol- 
son to His Dog That He Was 
Attached To. 


Rome, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)—John 
M. Higgins died at 9 o’clock this morning. 
He seemed determined to get rid of his 
earthly troubles in some way. 

Yesterday morning. after being locked 
up on a charge of drunkenness, he was 
released, and securing a package cf 
“Rough on Rats,” took a big dose of tho 


poison, . 

Soon afterwards he staggered into Tre- 
vitt’s drug store and said that he had taken 
poison and that it was cramping him. Dr. 
Ivey was called and he and Dr. W. R. 
Fenner proceetied to administer thd usual 
remedies for arsenical poisoning, and after 
hard work had him on his feet again. But 
he was moody and despondent. 

Made Way with His Dog. 

He owned a large black Newfoundland 
dog called ‘“‘Jack’’ that followed him whcr- 
ever he went and they were inseparable. 

Late in the afternoon Bob White, a black- 
smith, passed Higgins sitting on a rock 
near the Oostanaula river bridge. 

‘Hello, John! where is Jack?’ he asked. 

‘‘He is in h—1l, I reckon,’”’ replied Higgins, 
and arose and walked off. As the dog has 
disappesred, it is supposed that he made 
way with him in advance—probably killed 
him with the same stuff. 

Nothing more was seen of him until late 
last night, when Dr. Will Shaw was cailed 
to see him. 

Took the Package. 

To make destruction doubly sure, he had 
swallowed the remainder of the package 
of “Rough on Rats,’’ and Dr. Shaw found 
him beyond recovery. He made heroic ef- 
forts to save his patient and worked with 
Fim until this morning at 3 o’clock, when 
he died, 

Higgins was a fine specimen of physical 
manhood and was about fifty-two years of 
age. He was a skilled mechanic, but his 
life was dlasted with whisky. He has 
been acting strangely for two or three 
days and there is a negro in jail now rest- 
ing under a charge of having robbed him. 

His Hallucinations. 

Wednesday he told a merchant that the 
firm of King & Co., one of the biggest bus- 
iness houses in Rome, had robbed him of 
$15. 

An hour afterwards he left John Wood's 
barber shop and swore out warrants against 
Wood and Bob Smith, charging them with 
picking his pockets. 

They were arrested and Wood gave bond, 
but Smith was sent to jail, where he still 
remains. The trial was to have come up 
yesterday morning, but Higgins was drunk 
and in the lockup. Shortly afterwards he 
made the first attempt at suicide. He was 
separated from his wife years ago, but he 
leaves two daughters and a son. 


A Smash Up. 

The Rome contingent of the Atlanta day 
visitors had a general shaking up this 
morning. The Rome express on the West- 
ern and Atlantic pulled out about 11:30 
o’clock and just this side of Atlanta ran 
into a freight train standing on a side 
track. There was a general smashing 
and splintering of the cars. Many of the 
passengers jumped off, but there were only 
two who were hurt much, a young lady 
living in Cartersville, and Dr. Paul D. 
Reese. 

Dr. Reese was pretty badly bruised about 
the legs and body, but his injuries are not 
of a serious nature. 


A Queer Character. 

The people living in the lower edge of 
Floyd county have been mystified and 
somewhat terrified by the appearance of a 
queer character, armed with a club in 
one hand and a scythe blade in the other. 
He seems to be more or less off his bal- 
ance, and has been the terror of the 
women and children in that neighbor- 
hood. 

Those who have succeeded in interview- 
ing him are convinced that he is crazy, but 
so far he has not developed any bloodthirs- 
ty tendencies. 

The same character was hanging around 
Cartersville for several days, and was ar- 
rested at one time, but was released as 
he was considered harmless. 

May Take Up the Tracks. 

The commissioners of roads and revenues 
of Floyd county are pressing the Rome 
Electric Railway Company for back rental 
of the right-of-way across the county 
bridges. This rental is now about three 
years overdue. At $100 per annum 
each of the three bridges, the comfmis- 
sioners have ordered an injunction to force 
the company to a settlement. 

The management has intimated that be- 
fore they will pay the rental, which they 
consider unjust and extortionate, that they 
will take up the tracks in West and South 
Rome. They say that these lines are not 
paying anything, any way. 

They will meet together and discuss the 
matter Monday. If the tracks are taken 
up Rome will have a howl sure enough. 


A SHERIFF ARRESTED. 


Excitement in Hawkinsville Over the 


Arrest. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial. —The town was thrown into a scene 
of excitement yesterday morning when it 
was discovered that United States Marshal 
Harrell had arrested W. G. Hunt, the sher- 
iff of Pulaski county, the night before. 

The people here are indignant at what is 
deemed a nrost outrageous precedent. The 
matter grows out of the failure of Som- 
mer Bros. The stock of goods was in the 
custody of Sheriff Hunt under the levy of 
mortgage fi. fas. Colonel Harrell came 
down from Macon yesterday with a bail 
trover process against Hunt individually, 
not as sheriff of Pulaski county, by virtue 
of which office he was in control of the 
stock of goods. 

Mr. Hunt refused to give bond for the 
goods and the marshal put him under ar- 
rest and said tnat he was. going to take 
Sheriff Hunt under arrest to Macon.° 

About 1 o'clock today Colonel Harrell in- 
formed Mr. Hunt that he would not take 
him to Macon, but that he (the marshal) 
must have the goods that J. H. Monheimer 
had sworn were in the custody and con- 
trol of W. G. Hunt and were the property 
of the H. B. Claflin Company. The pro- 
cess is against Hunt individually and he 
refused to turn over the goods, claiming 
that he held them as sheriff of Pulaski 
county and the goods were in the custody 
of the superior court of Pulaski county, 
and that, as an individual, he did not con- 
trol them. After a written statement by 
Hunt to the nrarshal, as above, the goods 
were seized by Colonel Harrell over the 
protest of the sheriff. While the above 
was going on Pulaski superior court was 
in session and, being without a deputy, 
Sheriff Hunt, in view of the statement of 
the marshal that he would take him to 
Macon, sent for the coroner to take his 
place. The process was merely an ordinary 
bail trover process and the arrest was 
made in the absence of any special order 
from any court. The stock of goods of 
Sommer Bros. was sold today except that 
portion levied on by Colonel Harrell. 
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AN EXPO. IN CHICAGO. 
AUGUSTA HAS A PLAN FOR A COT- 


It Is To Be Held in the Windy City. 
It Will Relate to Upbuilding 
the South. 


Augusta, Ga., November 29,—Augusta has 
started a plan to include the whole south 
for a southern cotton exposition in Chi- 
c . 
"kh several days in consultation with 
Mr. F. B. DeBorard, of The New York 
Dry Goods Economist, the following plan 
has been mapped out. 

It is self-evident that both customers 
and investors will be attracted to the 
south in great numbers by proof that the 
south can produce more cheaply. The 
south can sell more cheaply than any other 
competitor. 

It is supposed to supply this proof by 
holding a cotton exposition in »Chicago 
whose broad purpose shall be: 

1.—To make new customers for present 
products. 

2.~To open direct lines of distribution 
between producer and consumer. 

3.—To bring to the knowledge of the 
capitalists, in a most forcible and con- 
vincing way, the great opportunities for 
profit which southern cotton mills af- 
ford. And finally to show to* the great 
west that Chicago is the natural and 
logical distributing center for $275, 000,000 
worth of cotton goods annually, which the 
gouth must and will naturally and logic- 
ally make, and to offer to Chicago the 
great prize of an immense trade in ex- 
change for Chicago’s mighty assistance 
in building up the south. 

The exhibit showld be as practical and 
business-like in its mature as expedient; 
with enough of the picturesque element 
to make it attractive to the public. 

It should be devised to appeal to three 
great classes, defined as follows: 

For the general public; picturesque feat- 
ures, cotton culture, methods of shipment, 
etc.: plantation scenes, southern cotton 
markets, northern cotton exchanges, etc.; 
comparative exhibit of cotton machinery 
from the earliest times to the present; 
modern cotton machinery at work. 

For the merchants: <A very full and 
complete display of southern cotton goods 
of similar grades; elaborate displays by 
individual southern mills; models of lead- 
ing southern mills; large maps showing 
distances and freight charges; full compar- 
isons of quality and selling prices. 

For the investor: Very full and thorough 
object lessons in relative costs, north and 
south: new machinery contrasted with 
old; the great earning power of new equip- 
ments in the south; low cost of construc- 
tion and low capitalization in the south; 
comparison of wages, cost of raw material 
and freight charges, north and south; 
southern water powers. 

This is but a rough outline of the many 
details that will suggest themselves. 

It should be carefully noted that an 
enormous outlay is not contemplated. A 
very moderate sum of money would serve 
every practical business purpose; and with 
judicious management the earnings could 
be made to pay all expenses. Specially 
constructed buildings are not essential, 
although it might be expedient to pro- 
vide them. 

“Only the main outlines,” said Mr. De- 
Borard, “of the proposed Chicago cotton 
exposition. are set forth above; but there 
are many details of great practical value 
that can be elaborated. I will barely al- 
lude to them here. In connection with 
the general plan I would advocate the 
formation of a great cotton goods commis- 
sion company in Chicago to sell only 
southern cotton goods and to represent 
as many southern mills as possible. The 
great dry goods wherchants and capitalists 
of Chicago would be the interested parties. 
The same interests should be enlisted in 
the founding of the southern bleacheries, 
print mills and starch works. That mo- 
tive that.should lead Chicago to work with 
all its energy to further these projects, 
is the most powerful of human motives, 
namely—self-interest. Chicago has $250,000,- 
000 cotton goods.trade within reach when- 
ever it stretches out its hands to get it, 
but it does not know it. 

“A cotton exposition in Chicago will 
make that great city aware of the greatest 
opportunity in its whole marvellous history. 
It will bring to the aid of the south an 
ally whose utmost energy will be put 
forth in the cause of southern develop- 
ment, because there are hundreds of mil- 
lions in it for Chicago. 

“New England and New York welcome 
the south as a customer, dread her as a 
competitor, and they will impede her as 
much as possible in her struggle to devel- 
ope her manufactures. The self-interest 
of the east is against the south; the self- 
interest of the west is for her. The wes- 
tern alliance is the south’s true policy. 


CONDUCTOR HUNT DEAD. 


His Injuries Received Thursday Morn- 


ing Proved Fatal. 

Conductor ‘Thomas Hunt, of tke South- 
ern railroad, who was dangerously injured 
by falling from his train early Thursday 
morning, died at the Grady hospital last 
night without regaining consciousness, 

Mr. Hunt was picked up on the track 
about twenty-three miles north of Atlanta. 
He was found there with a wound in his 
head and several bruises, caused by his 
fall, it is supposed, and was placed on a 
southbound train and brought to the city. 

Mr. Hunt was attended by Drs. Jarnigan 
and Hancock, who were with him all 
Thursday. The injured man’s skull was 
crushed in and the fracture was trephined 
It was thought after the operation that 


there was some hope for the injured man’s 
life, but after a short rally he began to 
decline and grew worse during yesterday. 

Conductor Hunt’s body will be sent to 
Jones county, where he formerly lived, 
thig morning. An investigation of the ac- 
cident is being made, but nothing can be 
learned, it seems. 

Conductor Hunt was about thirty years 
of age and was a single man. He lived at 
Central, S. C., and was in charge of a train 
which left that place early Thursday morn- 
ing, bringing a party of South Carolinians to 
Atlanta on a special schedule. He was not

CONGRESS OF LIBRARIANS.

None of tHt congress meetings in 4as- 
sembly hall have attracted a more appre- 
ciative audience than that assembled yes- 
terday to hear the addresses made by the 
clever women interested in library work 


and progress. 

The object of the congress is to stimulate 
library growth in the south, and to dis- 
cuss practical questions of library economy. 
The papers read and addresses made at 
the congress of yesterday and today will 
appear in permanent form comprising a 
valuable supplement to the World’s Fair 
library papers to be issued by the commis- 
sioner of education in his next report. 

The programme of this congress through- 
out has much of interest to those encour- 
aging the public library movement in 
America. That the south has been slower 
than other sections of the country to take 
advantage of the great improvements in 
library facilities is owing to the lack of 
capital, but it is a well-known fact that 
a small public Ubrary well administered 
may be of great service to the public. It 
‘is the object of the congress, also, to en- 
courage the development of the modern 
ifbrary idea—that it is an active factor in 
the educational world and not merely a 
storehouse for books. 

Mrs. Porter King, chairman of the library 
committee of the exposition, deserves en- 
thusiastic praise for her success in further- 
ing the lfbrary interest here. Her room in 
the woman’s building is one of the most 
complete .and interesting exhibits of its 
kind, and is in its every detail a model 
Ibrary. 

Mrs. King made the opening address yes- 
terday, introducing Miss Wallace, the chair-, 
man of the day, and herself an enthusiast 
in everything pertaining to library develop- 
ment. 

Young, beautiful and most inteHigent, 
Miss Wallace presided with a modest grace 
and dignity that inspired the greatest ad- 
miration. 

On assuming the duties of chairman she 
said: “It gives me great pleasure to wel- 
come you in behalf of the committee hav- 
ing in charge the librarians’ congress. We 
thank you for your prompt and hearty re- 
sponse to our call for aid in stimulating 
library growth in the south. 

“While it would take too much of your 


valuable time for me to attempt even ah 


outline of the condition of library work in 
the south, suffice it to say that we realize 
the west and the east, with their rich and 
well-organized municipal governments, have 
far outstripped us in the development of 
the modern library movement. ‘The Boston 
public library of today has a quick delivery 
between the library and the sub-stations

“A glance at our reveals the 
names of some of the brainiest women 
of the country now engaged in library 
work.

“The Public Libraries of America’ was 
the subject of a brilliant paper by Miss 
Hannah ¥#. James, of the Oesterhaut pub- 
lic library of ‘Wilkesbarre, Penn. Miss 
James has been very successful in library 
work, and has served the cause for twen- 
ty-six years. She stands first and foremost 
among the women librarians of the east 
and her paper yesterday was a clever 
epitame of the library history of the coun- 
try. 

Following Misg James was the paper of 
Miss Plummer, of Pratt, Mo., read by 
Miss Miller, of Boston, subject, “Library 
Training.” It abounded in interest and 
practical knowledge of the movement and 
inspired renewed interest in the subject, 

Mr. Moses Wadley, of Augusta, was the 
next contributor to the programme and 
read a brilliant paper written by Miss 
Carrie W. Whitney, of Kansas City, on 
the “Libraries of the West.” Mrs. Wad- 
ley is a member of the American Library 
Association, and a woman whose intcr- 
est in any public or philanthropic move- 
ment, means its success. Broad-minded, 
sympathetic and benevolent, she enters 
with unselfish zeal any org:anization that 
tends to progress or higher education. 
She is particularly anxious to establish a 
children’s department of puiblic libraries, 
where suitable literature may be provided 
for them and afford a source of reform 
that is every day an evident need, Mrs. 
Whitney’s paper, ag read by Mrs. Wadley, 
Was a succinct story of the growth and 
progress of the library movement in the 
west and northwest. She told of the old 
Putnam library, which was the first in 
Ohio; then of the famous “Coonskin” li- 
brary, the fund for which was started by 
the sale of a lot of coon skins. She told 
of library growth in Cincinnati, Chicago, 
Omaha, Kansas City, Minneapolis and oth- 
er larger cities and dwelt at some length 
on the’ beneficial results of the libraries 
of the small towns and villages. Western 
libraries came in for a share of praise as 
being largely responsible for the growth of 
the libraries and for making them popular,

RACES AT THE EXPOSITION 


The Wheelmen Will Be the Guests of 
Mr. BR. L. Coleman. 


A RECEPTION AT THE KIMBALL TONIGHT 


All Arrangements for the Great Car- 
nival of Wheels Have Been Made. 
Thousands Will Be Present. 


An army of wheelmen have invaded At- 
lanta. 

The streets of the city are crowded with 
enthusiastic riders and every other name 
on the registers at the hotels is that of 
some prominent rider who has come to 
the city to participate in the great wheel 
carnival and races this morning. 

On the late trains yesterday afternoon 
the largest number of bicyclists that has 
ever been in Atlanta arrived. They have 
come from all parts of the country. New 
York has sent a party and Chicago is well 
represented.

Last night several hundred wheels whiz- 
zed over the asphalt and bounded along 
like the wind to the exposition. The 
streets leading to the grounds were filled 
with the merry riders, and pedestrians 
were constantly on the lookout for the 
spinning wheels as they darted past. The 
wheels were decorated in all colors, with 
all kinds and sorts of material. Some 
had the national colors wrapped and inter- 
woven among the spokes, while others 
were a mass of flowers and brightly col- 
ored ribbons, , : 

The wheels were admitted free of charge 
to the exposition grounds last night, and 
the riders were the guests of Mr., R. L.

Mayor Horne and the mayors of Georgia 
cities who were the guests of Atlanta on 
Thanksgiving day have all gone home,

The tables carried handsome, exquisite 
floral decoration designs, the central piece 
being a white back ground upon which 
in colors were joined Horne, of Macon and 
King of Atlanta in letters. The menu cards, 
though not replete with the output of the 
market stores, was an appetizer to the 
epicurean, and were so handsomely design- 
ed that they were carried away by those to 
whom they came as souvenirs of the day. 
Without any formality Mayor King pulled 
the already whetted carving knife across 
the steel a time or two, giving it the fine 
edge of a barber’s razor and quicker than 
the best anatomist of that feathered tribe 
could have accomplished it severed the 
joints, not only gracefully but artistically.

MR. WATERS’S ASSOCIATES PAY A 
TRIBUTE TO HIS MEMORY. 


The Funeral Services Took Place from 
the Residence on Baker Street 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Among the scenes of his boyhood the 
mortal remains of Glen Waters, the bril- 
liant young journalist, will be laid to rest 
in Fayetteville, Ga., this morning. 

No young man ever died in the flush of 
brighter prospects than Glen Waters. 
Gifted with talents which placed him far 
in the lead of his companions, he was rec- 
ognized as one of the coming men of his 
profession. Much was expected of him 
and, indeed, it may be truly said that 
much had been accomplished.before the icy 
finger of death was laid upon his forehead. 

Mr. Waters was a man of decided char- 
acter. His individuality was intense. He 
never knew the meaning of the word fear 
and never shrank from the performance 
of any duty, regardless of the difficulties 
or the dangers which it entailed. He was 
faithful in small things. No assignment, 
however small or unimportant, was ever 
overlooked by him. His newspaper instinct 
Was unerring and his value to the men for 
whom he worked was beyoud the question 
of salary. Mr. Grady recognized his gen- 
ius and gave him a place on the Constitu- 
tion. Until the day of his death he en- 
tertained for the young newspaper man 
unbounded respect and admiration. This 
was true of everyone who knew him. No 
man ever worked by his side who failed to 
recognize his nobility of character and his 
true manliness of soul, Despising show 
and hypocrisy, he embodied a Roman’s 
sense of honor and would have died at 
any time as a martyr to the principles 
which he professed. This is saying much, 
but not more'than Glen Waters deserved. 
He was a true friend and a faithful man. 
The funeral services occurred from the 
family residence on Baker street yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. Rev. Allard Barn- 
well officiated in a most impressive man- 
ner, reading the burial service of the Epis- 
copal church, Among those present were 
many of the old newspaper friends and as- 
sociates of Mr. Waters during his news- 
paper career tn Atlanta. A beautiful floral 
tribute was the offering of the newspaper 
men of Atlanta. The following associates 
and friends of Mr. Waters acted as pall- 
bearers: Messrs. B. M. Blackburn, J. K. 
Ohl, Joe Carter, Alex Bealer, L. L. Knight, 
Julian Harris, Joe Johnson and W. W. 
Richardson. As soon as the services were 
concluded the remains were taken to the 
union depot and shipped to Fayetteville, 
Ga., over the Atlanta and Florida railroad. 

Mr. Waters leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl. The little boy in- 
herits his father’s name, and perchance 
the hopes which have faded on the father’s 
bier may be renewed in the budding as- 
pirations of the son.

AS SCHIEREN SAW US. 


Brooklyn’s Mayor Gives His Views on 
Atianta and the Exposition. 


Brooklyn, November 29.—Mayor Charles 
A. Schieren arrived home today from his 
Atlanta trip thirty-six hours later than 
his party, which he could not return with 
on account of business. He brings back 
with him the highest opinion of Atlanta 
and her people and when called upon this 
evening by the _ representative of The 
Constitution he said that he had never 
seen a better exemplification of true south- 
ern hospitality than that shown by the 
city of Atlanta to the pilgrims from 
Brooklyn. 

“Atlanta,” said Mayor Schieren, “‘made 
more than an agreeable impression upon 
me. It seems to me a pushing city. There 
is as much activity in its business streets 
as in those of New York or Chicago. 
I understand from men who have visited 
Atlanta when there that they think it the 
most active city in the south, and more 
like the two municipalities mentioned than 
any other in the United States. It was 
my privilege to meet some of the bright 
active business men of that town. There's 
a great deal in the saying that men make 
the town. I was surprised not to find se 
many colored men as people have an idea 
of. I understand that of 100,000 population 
only about 40 per cent are colored. One 
thing that struck me forcibly was the 
manner in which they handled the excise 
question. I understand that several years 
ago Atlanta was a prohibition town, but 
later, by a popular vote, liquor saloons 
were permitted to do business under a 
thousand-dollar fee. There are but ninety 
saloons and there are no blinds. Every 
saloon fs open and you can see men inside. 
The saloons are closed at 10 o’clock at 
night, but all private clubs are open till 
12."’ 

“How about the Sunday law?” the mayor 
was asked, and he replied that on Sundays 
the saloons are entirely closed, but tnat 
the private clubs are open. 

“Regarding the barbers, Atlanta is some- 
thing like Brooklyn. You can’t get shaved 
except in the private clubs before noon, 
and then only by being introduced. I must 
say that I was surprised at the way in 
which the excise laws were kept. The 
city appeared to me to be one of refine- 
ment, and entirely free from any element 
which generally forms the class that vio- 
lates the law. 

“I was pleased with the well-kept streets 
and the efficient police department. I did 
not have an opportunity to see the fire 
department do any work, so I cannot 
express an opinion as to its merits. The 
city struck me as being one of prosperity 
with good business houses and comfortable 
homes. 

“The exposition made a very favorable 

impression upon everyore who visited it, 
first, on account of its cxtent, and then on 
account of its natural beauty. It excels 
Chicago is this, that it is surrgunded by 
hills and valieys, which give it a very pice 
turesque appearance. The electric display 
Was even superior to that of the Chicago 
exposition. he fountain was a perfect 
beauty and was run uninterruptedly, show- 
ing that they have perfected the idea of 
throwing the electric light in such a way 
as to get all the colors possible in such a 
display.”’ 
“The building for the colored people,” 
said the mayor in conclusion, “‘made the 
best impression upon me, because there I 
could study the progress the colored peo- 
ple have made in the matter of education 
since the war. Every kind of handiwork 
and mechanical effect was displayed, and 
the showing was, on the whole, highly 
creditable. The colored persons I met 
there are proud of their new achievements 
and attainments.”

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‘UNTIL NEXT YEAR 


The Boys’ High School Building Was 
Discussed Yesterday. 


NO MORE WORK THIS YEAR 


The Members of the Finance Commit- 
tee Cannot Find the Money. 
Other Matters. 


Dark clouds are now hanging over the 
incompleted Boys’ High school building. 

And until those clouds are dissipated no 
more work will be done on the building, 
the walls of which were just beginning to 
show themsalves above the surface of the 
earth when work was stopped, because the 
money had run out. 

For nearly a year the walls, covered 
with boards to protect them from rain 
and the weather, have shown the promise 
the general council gave the board of edu- 
cation for a Boys’ High school building. 
The city treasury, however, has been s0 
depleted since the first of the year that 
another brick could not be added to the 
walls. The members of the building com- 
mittee of the board of education, however, 
Mr. Hendrix and Mr. Beatie, have been 
waiting and watching and quietly working 
to start the work on the building, and at 
the last meeting of the general council 
came up with a proposition from the con- 
tractor, Mr. Heifner, looking to the im- 
mediate renewal of the work and the early 
completion of the building. uhat proposi- 
tion provided that $7,000 should be~ paid in 
March, $20,000 when the building shall have 
been confpleted and the balance of the debt 
liquidated six months after the building is 
completed, that balance being about $8,000 
to $10,000. 

When the paper was,presented Mr. Hen- 
drix was present and Was given an audi- 
ence, He pleadea for the acceptance of 
the proposition by the general council, but 
the paper was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 

With the paper before it the finance com- 
mittee met yesterday and Mr, Hendrix was 
present. He again urged the appropria- 
tion and the paper was then opened for 
general discussion—a discussion which 
quickly showed that the committee could 
not see its way clear financiaNy to accept 
the proposition. 

Mr. Hendrix asserted that the contract 
had been let and that the contractor, whose 
attorneys were present, might have some 
right to a voice in discussing the further 
continuance of the cessation of the work. 

Mayor King announced that there. was 
some doubt as to the legality of the con- 
tract, asserting that it was a contract 
made by the board of education and not by 
the general council. It appears that out 
of the money appropriated to the schools 
the board of education awarded the con- 
tract for the building, expecting that the 
general council of the following year, 1895, 
would set aside the amount necessary to 
complete the building. The council of this 
year nas been unable to make the award 
desired by tha board of education, and 
when the amount already given had been 
exhausted work on the building was stop- 
ped. 

The committee declined to recommend the 
acceptance of the proposition by the con- 
tractor, and an adverse report on it will 
be made to the general council next Mon- 
day. Mr. Hendrix and other members 
of the building committee will be present, 
and there is likely to be a warm and in- 
teresting discussion over the matter. 

To Fix for the Election. 

During the session of the general council 
next Monday managers for the election, 
which will take place next Wednesday, 
will be elected. 

At the last meeting of the general coun- 
cil Mr. Welch, of the second ward, 
stated that a new set of  elec- 
tion managers would have to be 
provided by the general council, as nearly 
every one of the present managers wag 
either a candidate for office or was akin 

to a candidate. The council could not 
reach the matter during that session and 
next Monday it will have to be disposcd 
of. Apart from Mr. Welch's statement the 
terms of several of the election managers 
have expired and by Mr. Welch’s resvltu- 
ticn, if adopted, and there is no reason 
to think it will not be, a new slate of man- 
agers of elections for each of the seven 
wards will be made next Monday. sAt the 
fume time pelling places will be provided 
for each of the wards and a sum of money 
sufficient to pay the election managers, 
their cierks and the restaurant bill for the 
day and lights at night when the count- 
ing is dcne will be appropriated. 


The Alabama Street Bridge. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge com- 
mittee, and his two associates met yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The work done by the committce at the 
previous meeting and the resolution adopt- 
ed by the citizens’ two meetings on the 
west side were discussed.

of the committee.

He is looking every mail for a letter from 
Nashville giving direct promise for early 
work on the Jones avenue bridge. Mr. Bell] 
yet declares that he will be able to begin 
work on that bridge before 1895 runs out. 

That Current Hidden Yet. 

Electrician Harper is still testing the two 
lihes Off which he believes that electrical 
current which charges the waterworks 
main is hiduen.

By the High School Alumni—A Most 
Enthusiastic Meeting of the 
Alumni Last Night. 


Enthusiasm and eloquence characterized 
the meeting of the Boys’ High school 


alumai last night. 

In résponse to the call of President 
Bealer a large number of the old graduates 
assembled in the city courtroom and the 
hardships of the school were recounted with 
graphic fidelity. 

It was decided as a result of the meeting 
to address letters to each of the candidates 


for election to the city council and ascer- 
tain their views concerning the erection of 
the new High school building, the result of 
this correspondence to be mailed to each 
member of the alumni association. Tife sig- 
nificance of this motion is perhaps better il- 
lustrated By the fact that the membership 
of the alumni association is 450 strong, and 
no candidate can afford to treat with in- 
difference an organigation whose strength 
is measured by these figures. 

Speeches were made by President Bealer, 
who called the meeting to order, and also 
by Messrs. Joseph H. Johnson, Jr., James 
Il. Mayson, James F. O'Neill, Dr. T. D. 
Love, A. A. Meyer, Professor W. M. 
Slaton, L. L. Knight and J. E. Murphy, the 
latter being a member of this year’s gradu- 
ating class. 

Professor Slaton, in his own lucid and 
eloquent style, described the disadvantages 
under which the boys labored in their pres- 
ent disagreeable quarters. In spite of this, 
however, much progress had been made 
and the school was recognized by distin- 
guished educators as one of the most thor- 
ough in the land. With better surroundings 
and a handsome school building he thought, 
instead of having only two hundred pupils, 
that the attendance would be at least three 
hundred. 

Mr. O'Neill in his speech took the posi- 
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tion that no member of the present city 
council was opposed to the new High school 
building and the difficulty was in the ex- 
hausted condition of the city treasury. He 
was opposed to casting any reflections on 
that body and believed the problem could 
be soived by appealing to the patriotism 
and intelligence of the people by showing 
them the need of a new High school build- 
ing. He believed in agitating the matter, 
but was opposed to injecting new issues 
into the city election. 

Mr. J. L. Mayson introduced the resolu- 
tion which sounded the keynote of the 
meeting and which was adopted by those 
present, Mr. O'Neill dissenting. This was 
the motion stated in the outset of this ar- 
ticle. Mr. O’Neill as an amendment to this 
motion suggested that the views of each 
candidate be expressed in writing, which 
motion was adopted. 

The following members of the association 
were placed on the committee to communi- 
cate with the various candidates: President 
A. W. Bealer, chairman; James L. Mayson, 
A. A. Meyer, L. L. Knight and W. A. Ful- 
ler, Jr. Letters to the several candidates 
wil] be sent out immediately. 

Dr. T. D. Love offered a motion which 
was carried—that the president appoint a 
committee of three from each ward to be 
at the polls and look after the interests of 
the High school in the election. 

On motion the meeting adjourned.

Except for the purposee of a personal 
compliment or as a hitching post at which 
the New York delegation may be con- 
veniently tied up temyorarily, the name of 
Governor Levi P. Morton is generally dis- 
missed from practical consideration as a 
candidate for the presidency. He is seven- 
ty-one years old, and his age is the chief 
reason assigned by the New York republi- 
cafis for not pressing earnestly for his 
nomination. The country, we are told, will 
not elect a presidential candidate who has 
reached the age of threescore and ten, 
as in fact it never has done. Why, then, 
do not the same reasons apply to Senator 
William B. Allison, of Iowa, who on the 
4th of March, 1897, will be about to begin 
his sixty-ninth year?

Ex-Speaker Reed’s prospects may be ef- 
fected materially by his course in congress 
this winter as speaker. As matters stand 
now he seems to have the solid support of 
the six New England states. ‘hat will 
give him sixty-six votes to start with, or 
only six less than are cast by the great 
state of New York. It has been intimat- 
ed that Mr. Platt and other New York 
republican leaders favor Mr. Reed. If so 
he would have 138 votes. And the number 
would be swelled by Maryland and Dela- 
ware—perhaps Michigan might also come 
to his assistance.

The Man Arrested at Claxton Was 
Not Will Myers. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS

Several Suits Filed Yesterday in the 
Clerk’s Office—Murder Cases 
Set for Next Monday. 


The wires were frequently used yesterday 
between Atlanta and Claxton in regard to 
the arrest of Will Myers. 

Sheriff Barnes leaned over the clicking 
instruments in his eagerness to catch the 
reply of the operator at the other end of 


the wire. 

The little sounder clicked off the messages 
and the message came back that the man 
under arrest was none other than the 
murderer of Forrest Crowley. Sheriff 
Barnes smiled triumphantly, but his smile 
was of short duration, for in only a few 
minutes he received the information that 
the party under arrest in the little south 
Georgia town was a newsbufcher from Sa- 
vannah, who had been placed in jail be- 
cause he was much like Will Myers in ap- 
pearance. 

Early yesterday morning a telegram sign- 
ed by Mr. G. F. Price was received from 
Claxton, a small village in Tattnall county. 
The telegram was directed to Governor At- 
kinson and simply said that Will. Myers 
had been arrested and was then in jail at 
that place. No other particulars were 
given. 

Governor Atkinson immediately wired Mr. 
Price, asking how he Knew the prisoner was 
Will Myers and — also informed Sheriff 
Barnes. Mr. Barnes sent a message to Mr. 
Price, almost the same in substance that 
had been wired by the governor. 

In reply to the second message an an- 
swer was received saying the man was 
Myers, as he ulled every description. Later 
in the day, however, the man who was 
supposed to be Myers was found to be Mr. 
Wood, a newsbutcher from Savannah, who 
closely resembled Myers. Wood remained in 
the custody of the officer until his identity
